The Xanies of Political Parties 
A correspondent asked The Times 


give "the names of two principal polit 
cal parties from General Washington 
time up to our Civil War," and teals 
asks for "the year in which tliey change 
their names and the causes of sue 
change." 


When Washington was unanimous!, 


elected and re-elected President ther 
was but one organized political party 
the country, and thnt was known by th 
name ot Federal. 
When Jefferso 


antagonized the elder Adams, in 1796 
the Republican party was organized an 
Jefferson its leader. lie triumphed i 
1800, and overthrew the Federal part 
for all time. It never thereafter won 
national contest. 


Jefferson, Madison, Monroe and Job 


Quincy Adams were all Republicans, a 
were Clay and Crawford, who also ra 
with Adams in 1824. The name c 
Democrat-Republican had been adopte 
some years before 1824 in sections of th 
country, and 'when Jackson became 
candidate his supporters adopted th 
title of Jackson Democrats, This wa 
the first indication of the diatinctiv 
title of Democracy in our political con 
flict. 


The Whig party was sporadically or 


;anized during Jackson's first adminis 
Nation, and the Anti-Masonic organiza 
lion was created at the came time. Ul 
was the first Whig candidate for Pres 
dent against Jackson in 1832, and in 
1836 the Whig party had grown stronger 
but not strong enough to bring Ink 
cohesion the entire opposition to Jack 
son. 
The result was the election of Van 


Snren as a straight Democrat in 1831 
over several opposition candidates, in 
eluding Harrison, Webster, White and 
others. The Anti-Masonic organization 
speedily perished, and the Wbig party 
united the opposition to the Democrats 
the first time in 1840, when Harrison was 
elected as the first Whig President over 
Van Buren. 


The Whig and Democratic parties con 


linued from that time as the only na- 
ional political organizations until the 
American or Know-Nothing party was 
ireated in 1854. It had a candidate for 
President in 18/56, aud also in I860, when 
t perished from the annals of our politi- 


history. The first national contest 


made by the. Republicans was in 1856 
when Fremont opposed Buchanan for the 
Presidency. FiUmore was the American 
candidate. 
The Democrats and Re- 


mblicans continued to be the great 
parties of the country from 1S56 until 
892, when the Populists for the first 
ime carried several States for the Pres- 
dency. 


As to the causes which changed the 
lames of the parties no explanation can 
3e given, as the only party in the coun- 
ry that ever changed its name and con- 
inued in existence as a successful or- 
ganization was the Republican party 
•rganized by Jefferson that changed its 
tame first to Democratic-Republican 
.nd subsequently to Democratic, when 
'ackson evolved a distinctive Democratic 
solicy and madea cohesive organization.

ation money of such other lands as the 
ommissioners may deem expedient to 
nlarge the boundaries of the said Park 
ailed by the name of "Valley Forge," 
ot exceeding in all three hundred acres 
n addition to lands already taken, and 
ecessary expenses incident thereto, 
hich said additional lands the said 
ommissioners are hereby authorized 
o acquire in accordance with the pro- 
sions of the act to which this is a sup- 
ement.

E. luwd, Auct, 
UM of alcoholic drinks and opium, 


Demagogues and the Free Schools 


The demagogues are getting in a ful 


share of work at Harrisburg this session 
The compulsory education bill, which has 
passed the House again, is one of thei 
favorite measures. It has been twic 
vetoed by Governor Pattison, but it i 
expected that Governor Hastings wil 
view it more leniently. It is an ineffect 
ive piece of claptrap, and it is wort! 
fighting more because of what it under 
takes to do than of what it is likely to 
accomplish. 


Even granting the right of the State 


to compel parents to send their childrei 
to school, and the propriety of its doing 
so, there are few counties in which this 
act could be actually enforced without a 
species of tyranny to which American! 
are not accustomed. In Philadelphia 
the great difficulty is not to drive chil 
dreu into the schools but to provide 
schools enough for their accommodation 
and the practical mischiet in this bill lie: 
in the addition it makes to our already 
too complicated machinery of govern- 
ment. 


Another bill on passage in the House, 


forbidding teachers in the public schools 
to wear a religious garb, is a flagrant in- 
stance of tyrannical demagogy. It is 
aimed, of course, at members of the Ro- 
man Catholic sisterhoods, but it applies 
equally, as Mr. Seyfert pointed ont, to 
«he religious women in the German 
Protestant counties, and in any case is 
an infringement upon personal liberty of 
" kind never hitherto attempted or 
thought necessary in this free Common- 
wealth. 


There is a class of organized agitators 


who have taken up the public school ays- 
;em of the Stale as a shield under which 
to proatcute a campaign of sectarian in- 
tolerance that is un-republican and un- 
American, und they have become so 
aggressive of late that the politicians are 
afraid to oppose them. The terrorism 
they seem to have exerted has been large- 
y due to a certain parade o£ mystery 
they are able to maintain. When they 
come out into the open, and their politi- 
cal alliances are avowed, public senti- 
ment is pretty sure to array itself against 
hem.

Rations In Various Armies. 


In the present contest between th 


Japanese and Chinese troops, the ques- 
tion of rations figures greatly to tl 
benefit of the Japanese soldiers. Th 
are well fed, whereas the Chinese 
from all accounts, are 
insufficient 


nourished, and in poor physical 
tion, therefore, to cope with their vi 
torious opponents. The staple artic 
of diet of the Japanese soldier is rice 
but they have also canned meat, veg 
tables and fish in abundance, and coil 
sume almost as much meat per capil 
on march as do European soldiers. Th 
daily allowance of meat, fresh o 
canned, to Japanese soldiers, is seve 
ounces. The American standard 
twenty ounces, while European armie 
have daily allowances as follows: Rus 
sia, sixteen ounces; English, twelve 
Italian, eleven; French, Belgian, Turk 
ish and German, nine; Austrian an 
Spanish, eight. 


The daily allowance of bread is high 


est among the Austrian troops, who n 
ceive thirty-two ounces, and lowes 
among the English troops, who get six 
teen ounces. 
In the United States 


army, the French and the Italian arm 
the allowance is twenty-two ounces. In 
the German army it is twenty-eight; 
the Russian seventeen. All modern sol 
diers, except the Russians, have a dail. 
allowance of rice. The American sol 
dier stands at the head of all others in 
respect of the amount of coffee—ten 
ounces a week. The English, French 
Italian and German soldiers get fou 
ounces; the Spanish three. Tea is sup- 
plied to the Russian soldiers. A specia 
allowance of sugar is made to German 
tnd English soldiers, of wine to Frencl 
ind Italian soldiers, and of fish—three 
pounds a week—to Spanish soldiers 
The American army is the only one in 
,he commissariat of which beans are 
found as an article of diet. 


The rations o£ a soldier in the United 


States army are very liberal. They con 
sist of a daily allowance of twent; 
ounces of pork, bacon, salt beef or can 
ned beef, and eighteen ounces of soft 
jread or flour. 
In place of th 


mad, the American may have twenty 
ounces of corn meal. For every 1W 
men there is a daily allowance of fif 
.een pounds of beans, eight pounds ol 
coffee, fifteen pounds o£ sugar, one quarl 
of vinegar, four pounds of soap, four 
pounds of salt, four ounces of pepper 
aud one pound and a half of candles 
The matter has not been put to a prac 
ical test of late years, but it is believed 
.hat the expense of the transportation 
if soldiers' rations is now materially less 
ihan before the extension of the canning 
ndustry, and soldiers who were depend- 
ent on salt fish and meat can now be 
upplied on march with provisions as in 
garrison. It is the opinion of military 
authorities that this improvement, apart 
rom the greatly reduced expense, will 
At the next war between modernized 
soldiers, ^manifest itself in improved 
Ighting qualities. 


What French military leaders call the 


morale of an army is very largely de- 
wndent upon the condition of the troops 
onsequent upon adequate or insufficient 
ations. One objection to the general 
use of a meat diet for soldiers is set forth 
jy army surgeons, who say that it in- 
reases the number of fatalities conse- 
uent upon gunshot wounds or accidents 
u the field, whereas the number of 
eaths among soldiers who are vegetari- 
ns is decidedly less. This applies par- 
icularly to Asiatic troops and especially 
o the East ludian soldiers who form a 
art of the British army in India. The 
lussian soldiers have a large allowance 
o£ vegetables—thirty-six ounces a week. 


The soldiers of all countries where ra- 


tions are regularly given have not only 
their likes, but their dislikes as well. 
French soldiers do not take kindly to 
veal, English soldiers to pork, and Jap- 
anese seem to have a natural antipathy 
to mutton. Sailors eat more meat than 
do soldiers, and, proportionately, less 
vegetables. The weekly rations of Eng- 
lish sailors are nearly twice as great as 
those of English soldiers. French sail- 
ors have a weekly allowance of 200 
ounces of bread, 120 ounces of wine, 85 
ounces of meat and 45 ounces of vege- 
tables. American sailors, when there 
are any, get more meat than American 
soldiers, and the condition of their ser- 
vice is such that they seem to require 
more. 


The popular theory that any man who 


has the strength to lift a gun and the 
skill to aim it directly at an enemy Is 
good enough for a soldier, is fallacious, 
as the reco.dsof the recent battles be- 
tween the Japanese aud Chinese show 
clearly. The Japanese soldiers are, for 
the most part, in good physical condi- 
tion, capably led, sufficiently nourished, 
thoroughly drilled and familiar with the

KOADS AND WAGON WHEELS. 


"The United States Department of 


Agriculture is about to issue bulletins on 
the subject of good roads, embodying 
the results ot investigations made under 
the direction of the department. One of 
the promised bulletins is on the subject 
of wide wagon tires and the important 
part they play in the question of good 
roar's. Such a bulletin will be valuable 
if it gives the result of experience with 
narrow as well- as wide tires, not only 
showing how well-made roads are kept 
in good condition by broad tires that 
compact the materials of the surface 
dressing, but also how narrow tires cut 
into and disperse those materials instead 
of compacting them. The fact that 
wide tires preserve the roads and narrow 
tires destroy them has been well learn- 
ed by owners of wagons, and as they 
have paid more or less for the construc- 
tion of the roads and have to pay direct- 
ly in case of their contributing unduly 
to their destruction they are easily con- 
vinced that it is cheaper to nave wide 
tires to their wheels than narrow tirea. 
It will be a good thing when that lesson 
is learned here also."— Cleveland Plain 
Dealer.

Why Our Industries Languish. 


Comptroller J. H. Eckels, in the March 


Forum. 


In the midst of great plenty the Amer- 


ican people to-day feel poor. With no 
tariff agitation going on and the manu- 
facturer in possession of a complete 
knowledge of the basis upon which he 
must operate, industry languishes and 
the laborer in many places is without 
employment. In every financial institu- 
tion there is an abundance ot money or 
the representative of money seeking in- 
vestments, and yet few investments are 
made or desired. Upon the one side 
credit is little sought, and upon the 
other reluctantly given. A stagnation 
long continued is yet upon us and will 
remain until our own people impart ac- 
tivity to trade, and other people who 
are dealing with and extending credit to 
us feel confidence that they can do so 
with perfect safety. Unquestionably 
tor some years many of our business 
methods have been of such a character 
as to lessen confidence in the manage- 
ment of many of our great enterprises. 
This is especially true in the over-capi- 
talization and the fraudulent manipula- 
tion of railroads and kindred corpora- 
tions; but the effect of this has long 
been anticipated and is not now so much 
the original source of harm. 


It would be foolish to undertake to 


conceal that the source of our difficulty 
lies in the fear, which happily has not 
reached the point of a belief, that the 
United States cannot in the face of ex- 
isting laws maintain the gold standard 
as its unit of value. The faintest sus- 
picion that it will not now or in the 
"uture meet its obligations in conformity 
with that fine sense of financial integrity 
which has heretofore been observed, 
gives the business world such a shock 
Jiat we witness oa every hand a cessa- 
tion of new undertakings and a constant 
query as to our future. There is no re- 
ief for this situation in the great indivi- 
dual wealth of our individual citizens, 
nor in their individual desire to maintain 
their credit. Those abroad who deal 
with us take their estimate of our indi- 
vidual financial integrity from the integ- 
rity of our Government. They do not 
rank the individual American's honesty 
higher than his Government's honesty, 
and they will not believe him willing to 
pay his contracts in gold if his Govern- 
ment substitutes therefor a discredited 
metal, giving in real value but a portion 
of the value which it purports to carry 
and the balance in governmental Sat.

AN mi'OBTAXT DECISION. 


Six hundred million dollars are involv- 


ed, it is said, in the decision of the Su- 
preme Court of the United States of the 
principle involved in the case before 
them in the Bates Refrigerator Com- 
pany. 


The case was one upon which depend- 


ed the question of when American 
patents expire when foreign patents 
have been previouly issued, and it was 
decided in an exhaustive opinion by 
Justice Harlan that when the foreign 
patent expires the American patent ex- 
pires also. Tbe principle involved is one 
that affects a large number of other 
patents, notably several belonging to 
the Bell Telephone Company. The ad- 
vocates of a cheaper telephone rate are 
jubilant over the decision, for they claim 
that so many patents of the Bell Tele- 
phone Company are killed by this deci- 
sion that the company, if it wants to 
hold its business against com petition, 
must reduce the rates. The decision 
rendered by Judge Harlan was endorsed 
by a full court.

THE SAN JOSE SCALE. 


A pamphlet from the State Board of 


Agriculture, sent us recently, is an arti- 
cle on the above subject by Cyrus T. 
Fox, member of the Board. It is an in 
teresting article, containing much the 
same information as one in tnis issue of 
the COMMLEK Sy Mr. Aaron I. Weidner. 


The San Jose scale was brought to 


California from Chile in 1870. In twelve 
yeara it spread through all the fruit- 
growing regions of California, Oregon 
and Washington, and destroyed thou- 
sands of fruit trees. It was introduced 
into Pennsylvania last year. One Penn- 
sylvania fruit-grower says that the pest 
multiplies more rapidly than anything 
he has ever before seen in insect life 
that it makes pears unsalable and is es- 
pecially destructive to Bartlett pears. 


When the fruit trees are badly infest- 


ed it is recommended that they be cut 
down and the trunk and branches 
burned. When the presence of the in- 
sect is less marked, insecticide washes 
of kerosene emulsion for the young lice 
and a preparation of resin and caustic 
soda for the older scale are recommend- 
ed, the composition of the preparation 
being as follows: Kesin, 20 pounds; caus- 
tic soda (70 per cent, strength), 5 pounds- 
fish oil, 3 pints, with enough water ad- 
ded to make 100 gallons, the preparation 
to be applied with a sprayer.

The San Jose Scale. 


: Trees 


Written by Aaron I 
Weidner, member of 


the Slate Board of Agriculture 


At the annual meeting of the State Board 


ol Agriculture, at flamaburg, January 23d, 
•pecunen twigs were exhibited that were 
infested with this destructive insect by 
Cyras T Fox, chairman of general fruit 
committee, Keadmg, ¥&., who called the 
attention of the Board of the importance 
of informing themselves and all fruit 
growers of this State, if they have but a 
few trees or vines, even IE town lots, of 
the danger of this insect, if it is not de- 
stroyed before it gets itself nellestablished 


It is supposed to be a native of Chili or 


to have been first brought 'rom that coun 
try to California about 1870 
It was 


noticed at San Jose m 1873, the popular 
name being derived from this fact, and 
spread rapidly until 1880, when Prof J 
H Comestock, then U S Entomologist, 
collected it :n Santo Clare county and first 
gave it a scientific name 
In 1892 the 


insect had spread through all the fruit- 
growing regions of California, through 
Oregon and into the State of Washington 


It hae caused pecuniary loss, many crops 


of fruit have been ruined and thousands 
of trees have been killed 


The insect enemies of formers more than 


a thousand miles distant do not greatly 
interest the igncultunstsof Pennsylvania, 
who have enough to do at home, hence, 
naturally, no one ever considered the San 
Jose Scale as a creature which it was neces- 
sary to know, and this proved unfortunate 


In the gammer of 1893 the insect was 


found infestmgasmall orchard at Charlotts- 
ville, Virginia. Upon investigation the 
infection was traced to purchising nursery 
stock from a New Jersey nursery 


This attracted attention at once and 


upon further investigation, it was found 
that two nurseries m New Jersey were 
infested 
There also are several nurseries 


on long Island and one m another part of 
New York State and one in Missouri, that 
have distributed ecaly stock 
These nurse- 


rymen concerned acted in ignorance ana 
not mbad faith 
They are taking active 


Bteps to stamp out the inssct on their bear- 
ing trees, and have adopted measures 
which will, if faithfully earned out, 
prevent the shipment of other infested 
stock 


I would advise all farmers and persons 


having fruit trees, grape vines, currant 
bushes, to examine them and especially 
trees that have been planted within four 
or five years and examine closely all fruit 
stock carefully before setting out, and to 
that end they should be suspicious of all 
nurseries

both cases the trees looked bad, were 
weak, made little growth, and after re- 
maining in nursery /or two or three years 
were taken out and destroyed 


It was afterwards remembered that they 


seemed scaly, but no especial attention 
w»s paid to this at the time, and the 
nature 01 the scale was not suspected 


It is almost certain that these trees 


earned this scale in large numbers, and 
from them the insert spread to nearest 
fruit trees, in one case a row of Bartlet 
pear trees adjoined the block in w hich the 
Kelsey plums were grown, and these were 
found to be covered from base of trunk to 
tip of twigs, scarcely a bit of bark being 
visable The trees were nearly dead and 
were taken out and burned 


It has appeared in different parts of our 


state Dr. Geo G Groft,of Lewisburg, Pa , 
exhibited specimen twigs, before the Board 
taken from his orchard, that were nearly 
covered with the scale 


While so far as known at present all 


the existing scales in this State and Ivew 
Jersey are traceable to nurseri stock, jet 
there exists a continuous danger from Cal 
ifornia fruit and especmllj pears There 
ha\e been found n Ph ladelphia, New- 
ark, X(» York and Brookiin, am num- 
ber of pears with this scale present, male 
and female scale being cquallj abundant 
On somelrait the actne mellow larvae 
were found crawhcg about and seeking a 
place to adhere to 
Should a pear of this 


kind or peelings Irom it find lodgment near

Notes of the Farm. 


Corn fodder that has been left in the 


fields will be worth but little at this 
time. The best thing to do with it is 
to haul it to the barnyard and let the 
cattle pick, it aver and trample it. If 
there is no other work it wil] pay to cut 
up all damaged fodder and stalks to be 
used as litter in the stalls, so as to be 
transferred to the manure heap as an 
absorbent. 


Let everyone who contemplates in- 


vesting in bees begin now to read up 
and get all the information he can 
The 


management of bees is both a science 
and an art. Tbe former can be learned 
from books, but the latter must belearn- 
ed from tbe manipulation ot bees them- 
selves m the apiary. No one needs de- 
spair of success who has a good degree of 
common sense This is indispensable 
tor every persuit, but especially for 
apiculture, where emergencies will arise 
that we must master by the exercise of 
our own judgment 


The advantage of fermenting stable 


manure before applying it comes from 
the immediate availability of manure 
thus fermented 
This is much more im- 


portant for all early-sown crops than is 
generally supposed 
With some avail- 


able nitrogen at its roots, corn would 
not be yellow and sickly-looking when it 
first comes up This is usually said to 
be due to cold weather 
In one sense

nitrogen makes the corn yellow and 
sickly-looking 
Often it is well into 


July belore the corn turns the dark- 
green color that indicates vigorous 
growth

lion to and Irom business tor moderate 
distances, it is fai less expensive and for 
some reasons more convenient It does 
not get tired of waiting, hungry and 
thirsty, and is proof igamst flies In- 
deed, there aro no flies on the wheel, and 
for long and short distances, where the 
roads are fairly good, bicyclists say the 
horse is not in it" with the wheel for 
exhilaration and pleasurable exercise 
Tins, of course, is to be taken with all 
due grains of allowance for those who 
are bicycle but not horseback riders 
But the bicycle is not of any account 
when tne weather and roads are bid 


Yeirsago when the steam railroads 


weie lint established it was prophesied 
that they would supersede the use of 
horses 
This never proved to be the 


case for horses kept on increasing in 
numbers and value, and when street 
cars weie mtioduced a vast market was 
m store for them 
While the ear horses 


hue been done away with, the horse

Always remember that when 


•our butter goes into a butter market it 
must stand or fall on its own merits and 
that butter not up to standard will bring 
just as mean a pnee m your home 
maiket, if not meaner 


IT is essential in securing a good 


meadow or pasture to use good seed, to 
sow m good season, to use plenty of seed 
ind to get it distributed as evenly as pos- 
sible ovei the surface 
A failure of any 


of these conditions will affect the growth 
•wid yield of the crop 
When raised 


especially for feeding out on the farm, 
is is generally done, sow grass with 
clover mixing a little in this way usually 
gives better results for hay then either 
one alone 
But clover will do better 


alone than grass, and especially timothy 


Griss and pastures are the foundation 


of all good dairying, and every man 
engaged in this work has most of his 
farm under cultivation for grass nearly 
all of the time 
A little corn, vegetables 


and wheat 01 oats may also be annually 
raised, but the foundation of the farm's 
success is grass The great aim of the 
dairyman is to produce large crops of 
hay and fine pasture land 
He makes 


this his great study for if this can be 
obtained he is on the high road to suc- 
cess Allot this grass is improving the 
soil year by year, and as the robber crops 
raised are small and only come around 
occasion .lly more is added to the soil 
than 13 taken from it 


Housekeeping Hints. 


To make a really delicate dish oat of 


that coarse vegetable, cabbage, it should 
be --heed and simmered slowly in milk 
enough to cover it, over a slow fire, tor 
two hours Add a lump of butter and a 
little nutmeg or mace, as preferred, and 
serve hot 


Pineapple and Edam cheesevshould be 


c Jt so that the top will fit on again, and 
thus exclude the air and keep the cheese 
in good condition. A large piece of any 
other kind of cheese is preserved by 
wrapping it well m a huge square of 
cheesecloth, dipped and then wrung out 
of cider vinegar. 


When it is desirable to beat the whites 


of eggs to a stiff froth do not use new 
tin, as it is said to prevent their get- 
ting light 
An earthen dish will give 


much more satisfactory results. Begin 
slowly, gradually Increasing the speed 
as the eggs become light, this rule holds 
good whether a fork, knife or patent 
egg-beater is used. If the eggs have a 
tendency to become snowy, that is, if 
they separa e into flakes and will not 
stick to the bowl, add a drop or two 
of lemon juice and you can soon beat 
them into a proper firmness when they 
must be used at once, or they will be 
useless 


Cleaning Hair Brushes -Whenever it 


is possible hair brushes should be clean- 
ed with powder, well rubbed in, and al- 
lowed to stay some time and then rubbed 
out on a cloth. It is the greatest mis- 
take to allow the ivory or silver to be 
submeiged m water, it spoils the color 
of the ivory 
When bristles must be 


washed put lumps of soda m lukewarm 
water and keep dipping them in till 
clean, and then into cold water and al- 
low them to dry with the bristles turned 
downward 


It is said that lumps of gum camphor 


scattered inside of a piano will keep the 
moths from attacking the woolen lining 
of the hammers 


Keep a careful account of your house- 


hold expenses 
You will find it invalu- 


able for reference

shoul d be reeled up a»d placed in a bag

Pillow slips should be ironed length- 


wise instead of crosswise if one wishes 
to iron wrinkles out instead of m.

Clothes when brought in should be 


folded and separated at once, if allowed 
to lie together many wrinkles accumu- 
late
